Both’ Belangie and Mayor 
William Lawson feared a 
“breaking of tradition” where- 
by parking plazas were to be 
akept unlimited.. 

An over-all comprehensive 
survey of the parking problem 
is now in progress by the 
Parking Committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce.

E. Robert Stallings reported 
yesterday that plans are under 
way to put an extra patrol car 
in the East Palo Alto area this 
week. 
The county: manager said 
that recruiting for the five and 
one-half men needed by the de- 
partment had already been 
started. Experienced officers 
will be transferred to this ar- 
ea, with the newer.men being 
given their assignments else- 
where. 


The local patrol is to be 
under the supervision of a 
sergeant, yet to be appointed 
by Sheriff Earl Whitmore, 
Stallings said. 

This week’s action follows a 
vote by the board of supervi- 
sors last Tuesday to augment 
police patrol in the area im- 
mediately, and no later than 
Feb. 1. Costs of the service, es- 
timated at $16,275, will be paid 
from county general funds.

A recent. fire in Chicago, in which 97 children and 
teachers lost their lives, however, should, indicate that 
maintenance of rattletrap school buildings is false economy 
considering that fire as well as earthquake can do: away 
with the savings in a pretty efficient manner. 
~'Theré are. those who will mourn the sale of Central 
school and who will criticize the school district’s adminis- 
tration for using the proceeds to install itself in modern 
quarters. 
~ But sentiment aside, let’s face it: The old building is 
no longer useful as a school, and as an administrative unit, 
it’s inefficiently using up some pretty valuable land, which, 
iff'1959, might be better used for something else.

Municipal Report: 


Finding a ‘Strong Man’ 
ls Difficult in Menlo 


Who, in the final analysis, 
actually “runs” Menlo Park? 

It’s a good question, and one 
not easily answered. In fact, 
a little looking around sets one 
wondering if there is any 
clique or any individual — in 
fact, if there is even.a body of 
voters — who exercises more 
than a small percentage of con- 
trol. k 

Councilman Michael L, Be- 
langie in private conversation 
pointed out recently that, in 
most city elections, it’s hard 
to get more than 1500 of the 
city’s: 9000-odd voters to the 
polls. ' 

Of these, 500 can be expected 
to vote “no” on any given issue. 

. Another.500, .Belangie suid, - 
can be expected to vote “yes.” 

The remaining 500 — who 
have to be recruited, inciden- 
tally, because they’re neither 
die-hard negativists nor out- 
and-out spenders—can pretty 
well decide an election issue. 

A survey of past elections, 
such as those for recreation 
and library bonds, would tend 
to confirm Belangie’s view. 

So much for the voters. It 
would appear that approxi- 
mately one-fiftieth of the popu- 
lation of the town—the 500 or 
so persons. that have to be con- 
vinced of any measure requir- 
ing a two-thirds majority to 
pass—is the key to: community 
progress. 

The role of these 500 voters 
is of prime importance in fi- 
nance méasures where futdre 
income is to be mortgaged. 
Bond issues are elections of 
this type. 

But the actual operation of 
the city is pretty much in 
the: hands of elected city 
councilmen and appointed 
commissioners, as well as ad- 
ministrators. 

Does the council actually run 
“run” anything? 

True, it has the delegated 
authority of the people. But it 
also has to respond to the re- 
commendations of its several 
commissions — traffic safety, 
planning, recreation, library, 
and so forth—before reaching 
a decision. 

The “advisory” commissions, 
in some cases, can take final 
actions on their own, as in the 
case of the planning commis- 
sion granting use permits. Ap- 
peals to the council can be 
made, of course. 

Another source of “power” 
is sometimes sought by those 
who would find a “city hall 
machine.” . 

The city manager, it’s been 
said, makes up the agenda of 
city council meetings and 
therefore pretty well controls 
the actions the council is to 
take. He also makes up the bud- 
get, after getting recommenda- 
tions from his department 
heads. It can be therefore the- 
orized that he exercises quite 
a bit of control. But does he? 

A typical city council meet- 
ing, observers note, doesn’t 
include too much business of 
the type which can set poli- 
ey. 

Noisiest and longest-lasting 
types of actions which come be- 
fore it are hearings on such 
matters as’ zoning appeals, 
“howling dog” cases, the hand- 
ling and processing of subdivi- 
sion maps, annexations and the 
passing on actions of the com- 
missions. 

As for the budget, depart- 
ment heads have seen some of 
their pet projects go down the 
drain when the “front office” 
slashes something from their 
hoped-for money for any fu- 


ture year. Lignan tl: 

About the only answer to the 
question of who “rans” Menlo 
Park is that-a lot of people do, 
from a variety of driver's’ ‘seats. 

The voters — the ones that 
bother to go to the polls and 
who. are still: luckier“in that 
they don’t. just cancel out ant 
other vote—do a share of it. 

Beyond that, there’s the 
city council. acting with the 
advice of its several commis- 
sions. d é aay 

There’s.the city administra- 
tion, which moves best as. a 
representative of the needs of 
the several departments. 


All in all, the gene ‘al diffu- 
sion of power makes it ‘impos- 
sible. to find any indiyidual‘or 
any group who fits the descrip- 
tion of a “boss” or. “court 
house gang.”

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School District Calls for 
Summer School Registrants 


Menlo Park Elementary 
School District trustees reiter- 
ated this week that.a four 
week summer session will be 
held here this. year, if enough 
interest is shown. — 

They added that early pre- 
registration must be made, so 
that it can be learned defi- 
nitely, at an early date, 
whether or not enough chil- 
dren will attend to make the 
school worth while. 

Also, curriculum — director 
William Fisher said, early reg- 
istration will allow the district 
to arrange courses and employ 
teachers in the most efficient 
manner. 

The summer session is to 
be held mornings at Hillview 
school, weekdays from June 15 
until July 10. 

As presently planned, the 
session will feature funda- 
mental courses for young: 
sters of from second to 
eighth grade, where review 
is necessary. These will in- 
clude studies in reading, 
writing, spelling and arith- 
metic. Special instruction 
will be given in accordance 
with the child’s needs. 

Beyond this there will be 


special enrichment courses for 
qualified youngsters. For 
second through ‘fifth graders, 
this will include work in 
geography, literature, English 
composition, science and math- 
ematics. 

The content of. these 
courses will not be duplicated 
during the regular school year 
and enrollment is restricted to 
youngsters who are. working 
at or above grade level, Fisher 
pointed out. 

For youngsters of from fifth 
through eighth grade, there 
will be courses in public 
speaking, English composition, 
science, world history and 
geography, typing, study tech- 
niques, literature, use of the 
slide rule,. debating and me- 
chanical drawing. 

Some of the courses are 
limited’ to youngsters above 
sixth grade level, Fisher said, 
and many are for: two-hour 
periods each day. This means 
a youngster can take two such 
courses during the summer 
session. A registration blank 
for the course is printed be- 
low.

Take a bowl of fresh-picked 
blackberries, add a generous 
helping of cream and sugar 
and you have what many a 
gardener insists is the ulti- 
mate enjoyment from his 
gardening effort. 

Or is your dish a bowl of 
raspberries? You can have 
either or both in practical- 
ly every corner of Califor- 
nia, 

The blackberry varieties 
which most members of the 
California Association of 
Nnurserymen recommend are 
Boysen, Logan, Young and 
Nectar. All are at their peak 
in the cooler coastal valleys 
of Northern California, but 
yield good crops in practical- 
ly every region where they 
are planted —- low desert ar- 
eas excepted, 

Raspberries are definitely 
better for cooler summer con- 
ditions than much of Califor- 
nia affords but, here again, 
they are worth planting and 
usually succeed in home gar- 
dens where commercial grow- 
ers would hesitate to plant 
them, 


For easiest control, use a 
trellis. Provide sturdy end 
posts—at least 4x4 inches in 
size — 4% feet above the 


ground. String a number 12 
or 13 galvanized wire taut be- 
tween the tops of these and
